pense or exigency which means ex- 
pense. In the opinion of the board of 
trustees which framed the ordinance 
calling for this bond issue, the entire 
bond issue will not be necessary in 
order to complete this work. It may 
not take all of $50,QOO. But the amount 
is set at a high enough point to cover 
all possible chances. The point to be 
remembered is that when the sewer 
and the municipal building are built, 
the cost of these improvements will 
be determined and the sale of bonds 
will stop. The ordinance does not-call 
for a specified sum. It is only "esti- 
mated" by the engineer to be about 
$70,000. This is merely in order to 
have something tangible to go before 
the people with. Whatever the im 
provements cost will be the amount 
of the sale of bonds. 


One very important feature in con 


nection with this building of a sewer 
system is perhaps an unpalatable one 
for the people to consider, but it is a 
fact, nevertheless. Unless the citizens 
of Covina vote to issue these bonds, 
the state board of health will imme- 
diately take measures to improve the 
sanitary condition of cess-pools and 
open vaults in the town. While Co- 
vina is a healthy town in some re- 
spects, it is, in common with other 
small towns in Southern California, 
very lax about sanitary conditions. 
The board of trustees fought hard last 
summer to keep the town from being 
quarantined on account of smallpox 
here. They had to exercise all the di- 
plomacy at their command to keep 
the state board from doing as it did 
in other parts of the state. This is not 
a sugar-coated truth; it is merely a 
fact. If the state board had* closed 
this town lact summer, it would have 
cost the city more than $70,000 In a 
loss of business during the quaran- 
tine, and the Chamber of Commerce 
would not have been able to overcome 
the bad effects of the quarantine for 
many " years of consistent boosting. 
The state board is not satisfied with 
the condition of the cess-pools .and 
open vaults. If the sewer system is 
not passed, this board will demand 
that cess-pools be built in the city ac- 
cording to board of health specifica- 
tions, and this will be a direct cash 
expenditure on the part of property 
holders that will more than equal the 
$70,000 bond issue. It will be cash, 
also, while this proposed sewer plan 
is a long time bond issue. The making 
of cess-pools according to the state 
board specifications would 
only 
be 


partially adjusting the bad conditions, 
and in a few years it would all have 
to be done over again.

Magnesia Not The Only 


Of 


LOS ANGELES 
IS ACTING.

The Arpiis last week stated that (he 


presence of too much magnesia in the 
coil and a corresponding lack of iirae 
;s responsible for a disease known as 
"chlorosis," or mottled leaf, in citrus 
trees. This statement is entirely cor- 
rect, but here are many causes that 
will 
produce 
mottled 
leaf. 
Oscar 


Loew, a government expert, in "Phy- 
siologic?-! Chemistry," says 
that in 


France, soils too rich in lime (1 per 
cent and over), produce the yellow in 
the vines. Another cause of the yel- 
lows appear to be sometimes a lack of 
lime in the soil. Further causes of the 
yellows may be the lack of magnesia 
or of phosphoric acid, or of nitrogen. 
Thrniieh the entire report of Dr. .Snow- 
den, 
he has demonstrated that the 


cause of chlorosis in this section of 
the country is the lack of lime. Prof. 
Hildard in 1016, saj-s: "Quite lately 
complaints of the yellowing and lan- 
guishing of citrus trees, grown in ap- 
parently the best quality of loam soil 
in the Portervillo region, has come to 
this station. 
Portions of young or- 


chards planted on low. ridgy land, 
were found to become diseased, their 
leaf yellowing and 
dropping, while 


those located on the lower ground, 
continued to grow thriftily. The sam- 
ples of soil and subsoil, the latter tak- 
en to the depth of three to five and 
one-half feet, In accordance with di 
rections given from this station, show- 
ed that while in the lower ground 
where the trees were in a good condi 
1!on the subsoil at 3 feet contained 
only 12 per cent of lime carbonate, on, 
the higher land it was full of white 
Mine nodules in the third foot, and 
^"that the fine earth around .them in 
which the roots vegetated contained 
from 22 to 39 per cent of lime carbon 
ate. 
This evidently exceeded the tol 


erance of the roots, hence the yellow 
ing of the leaves," 


Oacar Loew says: "The total amount 


of lime contained In the earth's crust 
is larger than that of magnesia. The 
calculations of F. W. Clarke give as 
approximate number: lime, 5.89; mag 
nesia, 4.49; calcium, 3.77; magnesium, 
2.68. But since the compounds of these 
elements are not uniformly distribut 
ed throughout the earth's crust, re- 
gions exist in which magnesia pre 
dominates over lime and others in 
Truicu lime predominates over mag 
neala.'*

He goes on to say: "Every farmer 


ought 'to 'kaow the ratio of the easily 
assimilable 'portion of lime to mag- 
nesia in his soil, as with such know- 
ledge he can tell when lime is needed, 
and if magnesia lime-stone will prove 
injurious. Soils with much magnesia 
are more to be feared than those with 
too little, when it is further remem 
bered that magnesia is more movable 
in plants than lime. And that there 
fore one and the same molecule of 
magnesia is very much smaller than 
carrier of phosphoric acid for the for 
matlon of nucleo-proteids and leci- 
thin, 'it will not appear strange that 
a soil can still produce certain crops 
(like oranges) when the content of 
magnosia is very much smaller than 
that of lime. The situation is far 
different, however, when a soil con- 
tains a considerable excess of mag- 
nesia over lime, and here a proper 
correction is an absolute necessity." 


Oscar Loew goes on to say: "Var- 


ious authors place the minimum limit 
of lime in the soil for good returns at 
one per cent, although satisfactory 
crops have been raised with less." 


Dr. Wheeler says: "Some writrs 


state that if only one-half of one per 
cent is thus shown to be present, im- 
mediate resort to liming is desirable. 
Others set the amount higher, and 
some seem to prefer to have present 
as much as one per cent." 


The lime is, according to the theory 


of the writer, A. F. Woods, necessary 
for the formation of certain calcium 
compounds of nucleo-proteids requir- 
ed ,in the organized 
structures of 


nuclei and chlorophyle bodies, while 
the magnesia serves for the assimila- 
tion of phosphoric acid. Since mag- 
nesium phosphate 
can give up its 


phosphoric acid more easily than any 
other phosphate that occurs in the 
plant juices, while calcium is fixed 
in the form of a secondary phosphate 
as carrier of assimilable phosphoric 
acid, which role can be repeated var- 
ious times. 


It follows from this theory that in 


the case of an excess of lime being 
taken up the assimilation of phos- 
phoric acid will be rendered more dif- 
ficult sine'- this acid will i-hic-fly com- 
bine with the lime, and the chances 
tor the formation of magnesium phos- 
phate will be thus diminished

It is a case of a poison prov- 
ing to be valuable in minute doses 
but the beneficial dose is a very small 
one in this case. 


The author of this article goes on 


to say that the grass around the trees 
had the same effect as a mineral poi- 
son. 


In the case of the soil in this sec- 


tion, it may be possible that with 
magnesia taken up by the orange 
trees ib considerable exces» over 
lime, the poisonous action will cause 
degeneration of the chlorophyle of the 
fruit resulting in green Valencias.
